As for Ihe fc.iv of the Central powers 


thnt the entente, nations michl endeav- 
or behiTd the jccncs lo hinder the con- 
clusion of peace, M. Trotf.ky declared 
the liolshevivki policy was conducted 
without the'secret methods of the old 
diplomacy 
which, 
like 
many 
other 


things, had been abolished by the Rus- 
sians in -their victorious revolution of 
October. 
It v.'as the opinion of the 


Russian deicgrxics, he said, that ne-.ther 
political nor 
technical circumstances 


rendered it necessary to continue to 
hold tho sessions at Brest-Litovsk. 


II. Trotzky considered that the great- 


er forces of the Russian people had 
been nv.-akcncd and developed by the 
revolution, just ns the reformation of 
the sixtcbr.th century, and the revolu- 
tion of ,the eighteenth century had vi- 
talized the creative forces of the Ger- 
man and French peoples.

sity officials. 
Mr. AngeU was forced 


to deliver his address on "Success in 
Our War Aims," before n packed audi- 
ence in the Woman's building, Friday 
night. It is estimated that 300 people 
heard Mr. Angel!. 


As!:» For Endorsement 


Mr, Angcll came here to talk before 


the Wisconsin^ Forum, a university or- 
ganization whose loyalty seems to be 
doubted by the 
faculty. 
Miss Elsie 


Gluck, a student, who is chairman of 
the progn.m committee.1 of the Forum, 
attempted to get one of the university 
buildings for tiic address. The presi- 
dent of th<> university has to pay's on 
r.ll outside speakers who arc given the 
use of .university platforms, and this 
President Van Iliso refused to do un- 
til he* hnd received an endorsement of 
Mr. .Angel! from the war department. 


Ti;e war department was 
notified 


ihut information was sought on 
Mr. 


Angell, but up to the time of making 
the arrangements for the address, no 
:mswer had been received. The main 
reason, however, why Mr. Angcll, who 
spoke urging the absolute destruction 
of Prussian militarism, was denied the

Civilians Have Big Part 


Mr. Angcll spoke on "Success in Our 


War Aims," urging the civilian to do 
his part in'thc work of war, and plead- 
ing ror a representation of both major- 
ity and minority elements in the con- 
gress of till belligerent nations after 
the war in deciding upon peace terms. 
He said: 


"This institution, Prussian militar- 


ism, must be destroyed by one means 
or another, and unless we civilians who 
aro responsible for policy do not do 
our'part of the job, the soldiers can- 
not do theirs. 
Unless we civilians 


keep O'jr policy straight, the soldiers 
arc powerless to do one thing. 


People To Decide Peace 


"We have the idea'that when a mili- 


tary .victory is won, Germany will be 
wiped from .the earth and will bother 
us no longer. It is not as easy as all 
that, for if the spirit of Germany re- 
mains tho same, there is no reason why 
in ten or fifteen years, Germany shall 
not regain her military power. 


"This means that a military victory 


is not enough. 
J.f we were to solve the 


question, the German autocracy must 
be made to see that they have a united 
world against them, and the alliance 
ir.ust hold together 
after the war. 


While the alliance is necesjary to our 
own safety, it is also 
necessary to 


break up German military power." 


The speaker suggested 
that if a. 


statement of our aims could be made'to 
reach the German people and the Ger- 
man soldiers in The trenchos, it would 
make a big military 
difference and 


would make the' task of our soldiera 
that much easier. 


By the destruction of German mili- 


tarism, our foes "understand that Ger- 
many is to be loft helpless, nnd Mr. 
Angell declared 
that German officials 


aro careful that 
the Carman people 


get no other idea of our aims. 


"The new world of tomorrow »h»ll 


be a new world and the old world of 
autocracy shall not 
be repreicnted," 


said Norman Angell in answering the 
question, "How will peace come?" 


In closing, Mr. Angcll declared that 


the peace conference which shall draw 
up the peace terms at the close of this 
war should not be n secret meeting, 
that the people of each country, not the 
executive or 
the legislatures, should 


be represented, and that the rights of 
Ih'e people of all communities should 
be recognized and considered before 
the great act of legislation, interna- 
tional peace term*, shall be drawn up.

City of One of the Firat

Many ' interesting-names and inci 


dcntt in- early -Madison history -were 
recalled tho other day in thc colebra- 
tion by Mr. and Mrs. Peter Richards 
of the sixty-third anniversary of their 
marriage. Mr. and Mrs. Richards were 
residents of Madison in • the latter 
'50's and early '«0's, 'but for 
many- 


years have .been living in Lodi,' where 
Mr. Richardi _lonjrJ~»'"~tb:ef'editor' of 
tho local paper,1 the News. While in 
Madison Mr. Richards was employed in 
various printing offices. 
Very few of 


tho men with whom he associated 
during th»t period now arc alive, but 
among them are A. J. Kmra, itlll a 
resident of Madison and in unusually 
vigorous health for one above 90 years 
of age. Mr. Kium was foreman of the 
firs', printing office in which Mr. Rich- 
ards worked in Madison. 


In speaking of his early dayf in 


Madison sometime ago, Mr. Richards 
said: "I lived in Madison from Dec- 
ember 6, 1855, to Easter Tuesday, 1867, 
about ten years and a half, daring 
which time I worked in every printing 
office in Madinon. I came in from Mil- 
waukee on tho train which was then a 
new thing for tho capital. Whether 
thc train went any faster at that time 
I do not know, but my. impression is 
that it did not as a regular thing. 


'I remember a construction train was 


busy at the time. I came in at noon 
and went to tho United States Hotel 
which utood where thc Tenney Block 
ia now and 
after dinner called on 


David Atwood, who had recently start- 
ed the State Journal. Jlr. Atwood had 
mttcn to Royal Buck at Fond du Lac 
to send some printers to Madison and 
I told Mr. Atwood 1 came at Buck's 
request. Mr. Atwood took me up to 
the fourth' floor of the Bruen Block 
and introduced me to his foreman, A. 
J. Krum, who p»ve me thc job of get- 
ting out the "Wisconsin Farmer and 
Northwestern Cultivator," a farm, pap- 
er edited by D. J. Powers, 


'At Mr. Krum's request, I became a 


boarder in his family for the winter. 
Here I formsd the acquaintance of 
many interesting men, among thorn 
Judge J. T. Mills of Lancaster and J. 
W. Johnson, a brilliant Madison at- 
torney, whose life 'early went out un- 
der distressing circumstances. Other 
_entlemen frequenting the same place 
that.I recall were H. M. Lewis, A. J. 
Turner, W. G. Pitman, William J. Park 
J. J. Hirsch and one W. S. Monroe. 
Here also I resumed an interesting ac- 
quaintance of long standing with Ly- 
man C. Draper, thc founder and early- 
secretary of the State Historical So- 
ciety. Away back in the '30'f, Draper, 
while a student in Greenville college, 
now Dennison university, had been 
a boarder in my father's family. The 
first political discussion 1 ever heart 
was between my father and'Mr. Draper. 
Father was an old time Henry Clay 
Whig, while Mr. Draper was a staunch 
Democrat. 


"During pa* of the time that I was 


.n Madison I 
travelled 
throughout 


Dane County for James E. Mofeley sel- 
ling books and stationery for him. 
Then I returned to the State Journal 
office and was gi.ven a job at a c««e 
under foreman John S. Hawks, From 
that job I went into a partnership with 
C. M. Campbell, who had succeeded 
to the publication of the Wisconsin 
farmer. -We had a job office of our 
own and thinss looked promising, but 
tlic venture came to a sudden termin- 
ation by the death, of Mr. Campbell." 


Several of tho men mentioned by Mr. 


Richards have pssscd away in recent 
years, the latent being'W. J. Park, an 
early day book-seller of Madison, who 
died in -July, 1017.

This small province, wrested from 


France by Germany in 1871, has sud- 
denly loomed on the international hori- 
zon an the most important factor in 
tho discussion of pence terms. While 
there'is no certainty that there is even 
substantial agreement 
on the many 


remaining questions at issue, yet the 
disposition of Alsace Loraine is 
the 


/ onn question on which the belliger- 


ents are farthest apart. 


The last statement from the central 


powers would indicate that Germany, 
under no circumstances would surrend- 
er 
any 
-portion 
of 
Alsace-Lorn I n«. 


France on tho other hand, wants first 
of all after she has regained occupied 
territory, to insist that Alsace-Loraina 
shall be returned to her. This is the 
first requirement in every Frenchman's 
terrfs of peace. 


Premier Lloyd-George, in his speech 


to British labor unions last Satur- 
day stated that one of the terms of 
peace which the allied governments 
would insist on would be the ''recon- 
sideration" of tho disposition of Al- 
sace-Loraine. This has been variously 
interpreted Lo mean that the qnestion 
ought to be left to the people in thene 
province* to decide whotbor they wish- 
ed to remain a part of Germany, re- 
turn to France, or perhaps to set up 
an independent nation, while in France 
it is taken to mean that the land must 
be restored to France. 


President Wilson in _ his statement 


of peace terms laid down as one of the 
conditions that*tho wrong done France 
in 1371 must bo righted. This also 
requires further elaboration. Whether 
the allies -will insist that Alsaee-Lor- 
ftine must be returned to France, or 
that Germany must 
make reparation 


for the wrong done, or that the matter 
be left to tho people of thc territory 
to decide, is still uncertain. Senator 
K*n;on, Iowa, in n lengthy review of 
the war situation in tho United States 
senate yesterday ventured the opinion 
that the United States woald not hold 
out for thc cession of Alsace-tiorainc 
back to France. 


That an election bald to determine

Their school books 
teach their children that the French 
are monkeys yiitb no virtues except 
those which have come from the Ger- 
man blood. For a generation Germany 
has taught systematically that French- 
men nre degenerate, Russians slaves, 
Englishmen hypocrites and Americans 
sordid worshippers of wealth without 
a true nationality. N'o less an author- 
ity than Kohler heralds the denial of 
a-ny true international law until Ger- 
many, a nation ''with .a 'conscience,' 
establishes a law of its own. * ' '

Some years ngo, and during thc time 


thc late Hon. Anthony Donovan occu- 
pied the bench as Municipal Judge 
there was some agitation to change 
rooms: the Municipal Court occupying 
the Supervisor's room, and vice versa. 
However, at that time, it was not done, 
altho there was considerable support 
for such ft move. 


Not clono has there been a change in 


the room occupied by the Court, but in 
the Court itself, has there been con- 
siderable change. Away back in the 
early history of Madison, there was 
what is commonly known as a "Justice 
Court1' sitting as thc orily "criminal 
court" in the city of Madison. Under 
that plan the Circuit Court for Dane 
County was the criminal court—that is, 
all matters beyong the jurisdiction of 
a Justice of the Peace thruout Dane 
County came before thc Circuit Court 
here. And, in the city of Madison, the 
same rule prevailed,—the justice oc- 
cupied the position of city police judge. 


Create IV'ew Court- 


As Madison and Dane County in- 


creased in population, so also did the 
work of thc old police justice court, 
and in 1873 the Municipal Court of 
Dane County was created by legisla- 
tive enactment, with Judge A. B. Bral- 
ey presiding magigstrate. The 
first 


case heard under the'new court, was 
docketed August 19th, 1873. 
. August 19th, 1873, was not a heavy 
ay on the judge, the record disclosing 


but two cases. The first case docket- 
ed was against two men charged with 
larceny. Now Ir.rceny may be a serious 
matter, ' and the learned judge, took 
the case quite eerioualy • as . appears 
by the record. 
It says: "August 19th, 


1873. 
On examining the complainant 


on oaUi and rendering the name to 
writing warrant 
issued, 
returnable 


forthwith." In other words there was 
a warrant necessary before the arrost 
could be made. Further it says, "War- 
rant to J. S. Eastman, Special Police- 
man and subpoena issued for tho com- 
plainant." Very likely, the court was- 
n't going to take any chances on losing 
his main witness. 


The next; move in thc case was on 


"Aug. 20, 1873. 
Special police arrested 


and brought before the court th« two 
culprits for which he got $2.82, "De-

the court finds the 


said'defendants so-and-so guilty of tho 
offense as'charged in the complaint and 
adjudges and determinate and it is by 
the court now here adjudged and de- 
termined that the above named de- 
fendants pay a fine of fl.OO and costs 
of suit to be taxed against him, and 
it is also adjudged and determined that 
the defendant each pay one-half of 
the costs, and that in default of pay- 
ment of such fines and'costs .that each 
of said defendants be committed to 
jail nntO the said fine and costs be 
paid. 


No Record of Release. <- 


"Fines and tests not being paid, de-

position of Municipal Judge for Dane 
County have been, Judge A. A. Brakey, 
Judge Elisha.

Judge Augi::U C. Hoppmunn was el- 


ected to fill the position in April, 1916. 
and upon the death of the Hon John 
C- Fehlandt, was appointed by Governoi 
Phiiipp to fill the uoexpired 
term, 


ending January 1st, 1917. 


The legislature of Wisconsin sitting 


during the winter of 1917, enacted in- 
to law a bill introduced in the senate 
by Senator Henry A. Huber of Stough- 
ton and fathered on the floor of the 
house by Assemblyman William Evjue. 
This bill made a change from the Mu- 
nicipal Court for Dane County to what 
is now the Superior Court of Dane 
County, and to show that the legis- 
lative members had made a thorough 
study of the situation here. 


The new court law creates .what is 


to all intents and purposes a second 
circuit court in Dane 
County. The 


need for such a move has been felt 
for years past, and Circuit Judge E. 
Ray Stevens was a supporter. 


The court now has complete juris- 


diction. It is thc criminal court for 
Dane County, handling ull matters of 
a criminal nature arising in the coun- 
ty, at the same time dealing with al! 
civit'jurisdiction covers every case that 
could arise wherein thc total amount 
of damages to be litigated does not ex- 
ceed the sum of $100,000.00 
which 


means practically all matters of a civ- 
il nature coming before the courts 
here. 


Can't Try Treason. 


Incidentftlly, there is but one excep- 


tion to its full criminal jurisdiction, 
which is, that no case of treason can 
be heard in the new Superior 
Court. 


To do away with the vast number 


of small civil matters that come up 
from day to day, the new court does 
not hear matters of a civil nature 
over which a justice has jurisdiction 
except on appeal from the lower or 
Justice Court, 
^ 


Clerk Herbert Hanson of the Circuit 


Court is also clerk of the 
Superior 


Court in civil matters, and his records 
show that for the year 1917, there were 
160 civil matters 
filed.

The Superior Court is also the juve- 


nile Court for Dane County, an'd aside 
from handling thc cases of bad Tjoys 
and girls and some that are not .so bad, 
also has the complete handling 
of 


mother's pension masters. 


One of the most consistent custom- 


ers of the court is Chief of Police 
Shaughnessy, who is complainant in 
most police cases. 


Many City Cases. 


City Attorney William Ryan handles 


these matter* for thc city, -and that 
he is active is best shown by the fact 
that 308 city cases were handled in a 
year. 
They were divided as'follows:

Thc traffic ordinances cume in for a 
goodly share in thc total' and Mr. 
Ryan had to deal with-69 of these

City Pays $1089.14. 


The amount of money coming into 


the court from city cases for the year 
was $1665.10 paid in for fines and the 
costs connected totalled $1089.14. 


To facilitate the work of the new 


court, a calendar has been devised. 


Another feature of the court as now 


arranged is the dual jiiry system. That 
is, two jury lists are maintained by 
thc jury, commissioners. One of these 
lists contains jurors from thc city of 
Madison and the other a list of jurors 
from the county at large. The con- 
venience of being able to select a jury 
from thc city of Madison is apparent 
while thc expense *3flved to'the county 
is considerable.

OLD TIME BALL 


GUIDE.PUBLISHED 


Tells History of 
Game -in 


Days Gone '•

NEW YORK. Jan. 12.--A glimpse o? 


the baseball. of '.he early seventies is 
given in a pamphlet on the game pub- 
lished in 1875 which was recently un-1 


earthed by a modern devotee of the 
sport. The booklet, which is cquiva: 


lent to the present day baseball guide? 
consists of about thirty pages instead 
of the several hundred now necessary 
to chronicle the records of the many 
major and minor league teaffle. 


Much of the space is devoted to the 


doings of the Boston National assoeia* 
tion club, winner- of tho champion- 
ship of the previous year. The com- 
bination included several player* the 
names of whom are (till familiar to 
the fans of thin day. That they were 
high class players, according to tha 
standards of those times goes without 
saying yet there is nothing to indicate 
that they were supermen either on the 
diamond or off the field of play. 


The personnel of the Boston club of 


that year . shows that of the 
twelve, 


players whose physical dimensions are 
given, A. G. Spalding, pitch«r and cen- 
ter fielder, was the only one who ex- 
ceeded the six foot mark. The ma- 
jority of the players ranged from 6. ft., 
U in., to 5 ft., 9 in., and tha average 
weight was not more than 160 pounds. 
The heaviest man on the team was Mc^ 
Vey, who tipped the scales at 190. 
pounds. ' 


Tho batting1 averages of those days 


were computed to show the number of 
base hits per game und McMullen, of 
the Athletics, led the league with 1,90. 
•'Pop" Anson, was eighth with 1.78 and 
Spalding eleventh with 1.70. In club 
batting the Boston team led with an 
average of 17.11 hits par game and th« 
Athletics were second with 16.04. 


The totnl receipts of the Boston 


club for the season of 1874 amounted 
to $30,931.17 and the expenses $30,8*5.- 
97. A portion of these expenses which 
were exceptionally large for that per- 
iod 'of baseball development, included 
the trip to Europe, the first of sev- 
eral invasions of England and the con- 
tinent by American baseball c<jmbin«- 
tions. The salary roll for the entire 
year then would now barely pay for 
one star player as the accounts show 
that SU,900 covered the entire cost 
for the scaso'.i in this direction. Ground 
nTit amounted to ?517.50 and uniforms 
bats, balls, etc, cost S3S7.89. Even in 


tne early days of the game advertising 
was not overlooked as tho accounts 
show that $1619.70 was spent for ad- 
vertising and printing, which WHB more 
than the combined rental of 
the 


grounds and the team equipment ex- 
penses.
